1906 and 1989 - 

Last October wasn’t the first time Watsonville was hit 
bv/ a severe earthquake. Eighty-four years ago on April 
18 1906, Watsonville was blasted by the great earth¬ 
quake of that year. The damage was a little less than 
what happened last Fall. Since San Francisco was almost 
completely destroyed by the earthquake and fire, the 
mjuiy' to Watsonville seemed light. 

The news business was quite different back then. I 
recently came across the following item from the May 
18, 1906 Pajaronian newspaper; 

The News In Austria 
Terrifying Reports Were Received 
There of the Great Earthquake 

On the 24th of last April, Steve Scurich managed to 
get a cablegram through to Dalmatia, Austria, notifying 
his brother, Luke Scurich, that the Pajaro Valley had 
passed through the quake of the 18th, comparatively 
uninjured. Yesterday Steve received a letter from Luke 
in reply. He states that the reports received there at first 
were terrifying. It was stated positively that San Fran¬ 
cisco and the country for fifty or one hundred miles 
around it had sunk and were under water; that a number 
of trains, heavily loaded with passengers, had been 
swallowed up in immense fissures, and that millions of 
lives were lost. Luke says that for some time he was 
almost distracted with the rumors going around, and that 
the receipt of the cablegram was one of the most joyful 
incidents he ever experienced. 

He is now on his way home, and will be here in the 
course of another week or so. 

I hope It is at least another 80 years or so before 
another big shake comes by this way.

T he Yugoslav Postal Union has 
this year issued a set of postage 
stamps entitled "Flora" with 
illustrations of crop plants in the 
following values: 

3.50 dinars — sunflower 
(Helianthus annus) 

5.60 dinars — hops (Humulus 
lupulus) 

6.00 dinars — maize (Zea mays) 
13,00 dinars — wheat (Triticum 
vulgare) 

Sunflower — The most important 
crop grown for edible oil in 
Yugoslavia, it is raised on an area of 
about 200,000 hectares. Until recently, 
some varieties from the USSR were 
grown, but now only high-yielding 
domestic hybrids are cultivated, giving 
300 to 400 kilos of seed per hectare 
(c. 2.5 acres). These hybrids have a 
somewhat shorter stalk and well 
developed foliage. The flower head is 
slightly smaller in diametre. The seed 
casing is rather thin, accounting for 
only 19 to 25% of the weight. The oil 
content ranges from 48 to 51%. 

Hops — These are grown in 
Yugoslavia on about 3,800 hectares, 
mostly in the Autonomous Province of 
Vojvodina and the Republic of 
Slovenia. This perennial plant sends 
up tall twining shoots which are 
supported on hop poles and wires. 
There are male and female plants, but

only the latter are grown, for the 
humulon, lupulon and resin (hard and 
soft) contained in their flowers 
(cones), which are used for beer 
production. 

Maize — Maize or Indian corn is 
grown on 2.5 million hectares in 
Yugoslavia. The high-yielding 
domestic hybrids sown almost 
everywhere have strong stalks and 
well-covered and well-formed cobs, 
with regularly arranged grains. The 
indented type predominates (Z.m. 
indentata), with yellow and very 
occasionally white grain. There are 
also very small quantities of the

indurata hybrid, and insignificant 
amounts of Sweet corn. Besides grain 
production, maize is also used for 
silage. 

Wheat — About 1.5 million hectares 
are sown with wheat in Yugoslavia, 
mostly winter wheat of very high- 
yielding domestic varieties. Their stalks 
are relatively short and sturdy, not 
easily flattened. The ear is unbearded 
and there are usuaily three grains in 
each spike. They are resistant to 
winter frosts, but their resistance to 
disease varies. The grain of many of 
these varieties is of first-class quality. 

In addition to ordinary wheat, very 
small quantities of durum wheat 
(Triticum durum) are raised. 

The specialist consultant for the 
text of this issue was Dr. Milan Suput, 
Professor of the Agronomy Faculty of 
Belgrade University. 

The design was by artist Andreja 
Milenkovid.
